Covent Garden Cheatre, 

We had here, last night, the pleasant and lively mefite Comedy of 
Charles the Second, excellently acted, with The £100 Vote, and 
Peter Wilkins, In the second piece, Madame Vestris de lighted the 
audienee with the songs, ‘‘ Hurrah, for the Bonncts of Blue,” and 
* Buy a Broom!” which were both raptarously encored.—The house 
was excellently attended. 

Rumour has assigned several reasons for the secession of Miss Pa- 
ion from Covent Garden Theatre ; we believe our readers may rely en 
the following being the real canse :—Miss Paton signed articles with 
the Managers of Covent Garden, agreeing to take a salary of twenty 
pounds per week, provided no other performer in the Theatre had a 
higher ; subsequently to this agreement, Madame Vestris was engaged 
at thirty pounds per weck, and Miss Paton then becoming dissatisfied, 
frequent disputes arose, which have terminated in an abandonment of 
the articles, on the part of the Managers, as well as on that of Miss 
Paton. ‘This event has created a great sensation in the musical world ; 
report already has engaged Miss Paton at Drury Lane, and sent Miss 
Stephens back to Covent Garden, whilst others affirm that coalition 
being now the order of the day, a junction of the splendid talents of 
these distinguished vocalists is in contemplation, and thet Drury Lane 
is to have the benefit of this union; if this be true, Mr. Canning’s 
difficulties, with respect to the new Ministry, will be light and easy, 
compared with these of the Manager of Drury Lane Theatre. 

Should C. Kemble accept Mr. Price’s offer to perform for one yea® 
inAmerica, he would be an incalculable loss to Covent-garden Theatre,’ 
John Kemble at oue timeconcluded a treaty with the American mana- 
ger, which, from peculiar circumstances, was subsequently rescinded. 
Mrs. Whitlock, a sister of Kemble, is the only branch of that highly 
gifted family that ever professionally crossed the Atlantic; and this 
lady was a prodigious favourite in America.

LE KAIF. 

This celebrated French actor used to tell his friends, that one of the 
most disagreeable and troublesome things in h’s profession was, that of 
being at the pains occasionally to get by heart a great number of lines, 
from a play, which, perbaps, did not run three nights. A remedy for 
this inconvenience he proposed in a French brochure, catled ‘ Lettres 
sur l’Etat present de nos Spectacles,’ Paris 1795, 12mo. ‘The 
author says, ‘ A thousand instances prove thet a dramatic piece is 
never properly judged of unless upon the stage. Many a tragedy has 
appeared extremely good on the reading that has proved very defee- 
tive on the representation. The best method in this case would be to 
act the piece upon the stage, the actors reading their parts from the 
book of the piece ; for to require that the actors should get any new 
piece by heart, unless there is chance of its success upon the stage, is 
surely to impose upon them a very cruel and very often a superflous 
and unnecessary task.
